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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1-11, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. 
See MPEP § 2172.01. Claim 1 recites a single method step without the recitation of how and 
what method steps are used or applied to cause damping only in the load speed control. 

Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. Claim 12 recites a subordinate motor speed control and a superordinate load 
speed control without the recitation of any means or devices to cause damping and prevent 
damping of the speed control. Claims 12-20 fail to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter of the invention. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. Claims 1-22 recite 
method steps and control devices without the recitation of any structural cooperative relationship 
of the steps and devices. The claims are apparent translation from the foreign application, which 
the claims fail to comply with the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Kerner 
(6,274,995), Lyons et al (6,196,345), Kang (5,959,422), or Lee (4,143,311). 

With respect to claims 1-22, see Lyons et al figures 2, 3, and 4 in particularly elements 
212 and 220. 

With respect to claims 1-22, see Kerner figure 4 in particularly elements 4.2, 4.23, and 

4.4. 

With respect to claims 1-22, see Kang figure 4 elements 120, 130, and 140. 

With respect to claims 1-22, see Lee figure 1 in particularly elements 50, 68, 69, and 72.

The patents to Murakami et al (4,914,365), Ivanov et al (4,395,904 and 4,267,496), Boice
